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Continuation of 3. NOTE: With reference to at least claim 1, the new recitation of the "interior" of the shaft having a fluid tight seal from 
the environment, instead of only the shaft itself (the previous language did not require that the interior of the shaft be sealedl) raises a new 
issue that requires further search and consideration. In addition, the scope of at least claim 1 covers an image capture device and and 
light source located in the control unit (e.g., not in the shaft), yet claim 1 recites that the image capture device and the light source are 
"sealed from the environment so as to be sterilizable for re-use". This raises an issue of at least claim 1 being too broad in scope to be 
supported by the specification (since the specification does not appear to mention a proximally located image capture device and light 
source that is "sealed from the environment". 
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
